Americans C ross the Marne. 
London, July 22.— American troops crossed the river M arne be­ 
tween ChartevCs and Gland, east of Chateau Thierry, and captured 
the wood of Darbiilon, according to authoritative announcement made 
here today. 
The G e rm a n s are stubbornly resisting the French crossing of the 
Marne, but the French have succeeded in getting two elements over 
at M ezy and Courcelles, which are constructing foot bridges undet 
heavy fire. 
The Germ ans are using 
gas 
shells 
in 
large numbers. 
O w in g to faulty working of the telegraph lines between Paris and Lo n ­ 
don news of the French advance up to 8:30 o’clock last night is not 
very detailed. 
It 
is 
learned 
the French line now runs from Breny 
along the m am Chateau Thierry road to Rocourt and then through 
Le Ch arm e and Epieds to the Marne at Charteves. 
The capture of BarbMhon wood by the Am ericans means that the 
overseas men have advanced between three and four miles from their 
old positions on the Marne. 
Between the Ourcq and the Aisne the 
G e rm a n s are again m aking violent counter attacks, but the French 
are m aintainin g their line. 
On every front the G e rm an s are resist­ 
ing desperately and are making violent counter attacks. 
Neverthe­ 
less the French made progress yesterday to a m axim u m 
depth 
of 
eight miles along the Marne. 
The object of the enemy counter at­ 
ta c k s is to expedite the extrication of his troops from the pocket be­ 
tween S o isso n s and Rheim s 
Meanwhile German troops on the south­ 
ern end of the pocket must be experiencing great difficulty in getting 
supplies. 
Southwest of Rheims there has been heavy fighting and 
the French have made progress. 
Be ween the Ourcq and the Marne 
the French yesterday took 400 prisoners.
